Don’t ever under-estimate the lowly 
cob of corn! While the greater part 
of the harvest of 600,000 acres plant- 
ed to corn each year is fed to live- 
stock and poultry for the production 
of meat, ‘butter, cheese, milk and 
eggs, Canadian industry used over 
ten million bushiels in the production, 
of soap, laundry starch, baking 
powder, rayon, leather, textiles, 
Too, it is used in explosives and the 
sugar content converted into alco- 
hol, some of which is a constituent of 
anti-knock gasdline.

The department of agriculture is 
authority fer the statement that hog 
production in Canada has passed its 
peak, or had on June 1, 1944. At that 
date, the number of swine on farms 
in Canada was 7,740,880, which was 
five per cent below that of June 1, 
1948 and a decline of 32 per cent is 
indicated in the number of swine to 
farrow in the fall of 1944, 


New advances in dietetic care have 
fbeen inaugurated in military hos. 
pitals by the [Royal Canadian Medi- 
cal Corps, It was found that the 
lack of desire to eat while recovering 
from wounds was causing, loss in 
weight and strength and lengthen- 
the period of convalescence.. Now a 
diet to which doubles the proten in- 
take and increases by 75 percent is 
served, and in addition a carefully 
balanced milkshake supplements reg- 
ular meals twice a day. 


A new record in honey productioy 
has been set by Alberta beekeepers 
foy this year. Althaugh final figures 
are not available, the provinciat 
Apiarist, advises that the crop wil! 
be over 5,000,000 pounds, about 2h 
percent greater than last year’s re 
cord «crop, Unfortunately the crop in 
southern Alberta, where most of the 
lange commercial producers are sit- 
uated was only half the nogmal 
crop, (The record crops was a result 
of an increase in production by bee 
keepers who keep only two or threo 
hives, The urban housewife will nos 
necepsarily get the benefit of this in 
creased production, since the smal} 
operator’s honey does not usually get 
into the stores in any great volume. 


The color combination of Alberta's 
car licenses next year will be orange 
on a black background according to 
officials of provincial secretary's de- 
partment. Officials already are mak- 
plans for the handling of the licenses. 
It is expected that the sticker system 
will be abandoned in 1945 as it haa 
been indicated thiat metal plates will 
be supplied by the manufacturers.

It is of vital importance to remem- 
ber that machines however excel- 
lent are only machines, and that the 
human being who copies them or 
endeavors to imitate them in any 
guise is preparing for a machine- 
made life. ; 

The man who is not a machine 
will read and reflect. He will reason 
and ask questions. He will turn to 


help for the elevation of the plane 
on which his own life is to be passed. 

If a practical plan can be worked 
out by which all training shall rest 
on liberal education even though 
limited, as a foundation, then we shall 
be opening the door toward progress 
in the world such as we have never 
yet been able to achieve. We must 
not turn from the education of men 
to the making of machines. 

Assurance must be given that our 
educational system will do all that 
is possible to make liberal education 
in some form, however limited in 
time, the foundation as well as the 
ideal of all training of any kind. This 
will reduce to a minimum the num- 
ber of skilled human machines who 
have never risen to be really men. 
Our constant aim must be men and 
not machines.—Address by Dr. But- 
ler at Columbia.

Factors Behind German And

The United Nations Information 
Organization said that Axis plans 
for the next war, “if they lose this 
one”, were factors behind German 
and Japanese ‘slave-labor policies in 
overrun countries of Europe and the 

Far East. 

In a_ 10,000-word statement on 
“Slave Labor and Deportation”, re- 
leased in London and here, the agency 
said the number of enslaved foreign 
workers in Germany which “cannot 
accurately be gauged . . . must reach 
7,000,000.” 

The report also said there were in- 
dications that 5,000,000 North Chinese 
laborers had been turned into forced 
labor in Manchuria or Japan by the 
end of 1942,

practices were designed to weaken

For 
proteins look to meat, fish, eggs and 
cheese; milk (two to three glasses 
daily) and again dried beans, peas 
and lentils.

African Councils In Move To Develop 
Political Responsibility 

The Secretary of State for the 
Colonies has approved the setting up 
of an African Provincial Council in 
each: of the two provinces of Nyasa- 
land. These councils, which will be 
advisory, and composed of chiefs and 
other responsible African members, 
under the presidency of the Provincial 
Commissioner, are intended to facili- 
tate consultation between the Gov- 
ernment and the African population 
through their leaders, to provide a 
ready and authoritative means for 
the expression of African opinion, 
and to promote the development of 
political responsibility among: Afri- 
cans. It is intended in due course to 
establish .an African Council for the 
whole protectorate, when the Gov- 
ernor considers that the provincial 
councils have made sufficient pro- 
gress, and gained the necessary ex- 
perience to warrant this further de- 
velopment.

Automobiles Are In Need Of Careful 
Attention These Days 

The faithful family chariot, taking 
Dad, Mother and the kids to town 
on Saturday nights for the weekly 
shopping, rates the very best of care 
to keep it rolling. 

Automobiles today need as much 
careful attention as any farm im- 
Plements or stock. This is true, 
especially of the tires, for slow leaks 
in the tires may cause a flat, or 
worse still, completely ruin the tire. 

Three simple tests suggested by 
motor experts should ward off such 
disaster: 

Make certain that the valve caps 
have been screwed on finger-tight 
and that each cap has a washer. 

Before adding air to a tire, test 
and record the pressure. 

Check the variations in tire pres- 
sure. Marked differences in pressure 
indicate leaks, the experts explain, 
and tires showing abnormal loss of 
air should be removed for immediate 
inspection and repair.
